consumption of meat in California 
over 1937. 

Figures compiled by the Division 
for the first eleven months of 1938 
show a total of 571,369,211 pounds 
of fresh and processed meat were 
inspected by state meat inspectors. 
In the same period this year 614,- 
088,708 pounds were inspected, or an 
increase of more than 42,000,000. 

In contrast of 413 establishments 
operating under the state meat in- 
spection service in 1937, there are 
now 431 establishments operating 
state meat inspection or state ap- 
proved meat inspection. 

Furthermore, official records show 
that the cost of meat inspeetion is 
about one twentieth of a cent a 
pound for all meat and meat pro- 
ducts inspected.

SACRAMENTO — Work of con- 
trolling bovine tuberculosis in Cal- 
ifornia has progressed to the point 
where a total of 45 of the 58 coun- 
ties have been recognized by the 
federal government as modified ac- 
credited bovine  tuberculosis-free 
areas and before the first of the 
year it is believed that the forty- 
sixth county will have been added, 
it was announced by Dr. C. U. 
Duckworth, Chief of the Division of 
Animal Industry, State Department 
of Agriculture. 

The most recent of the counties to 
be accredited is Yolo County, the 
government. having recognized that 


county’ on December. 1 as having 
conformed with federal regulations 
regarding the testing of cattle and 
elimination of reactors to the ex- 
tent that less than one-half of one 
per cent of all cattle in the county 
react to the tuberculin test. The ac- 
creditation of Yolo county. is of spe- 
cial interest as an organized group 


attempted to impede the work when’ 


testing was begun in the county. 

San Luis Obispo county was rec- 
ommended by the State Division of 
Animal Industry for accrediting and 
it is believed that federal approvai 
of the work done there and the 
status of the disease as the result 
of elimination of reactors will be 
received in the near future.

Obispo, the list of counties not ac- 
credited will consist of Alameda, 
Santa Cruz, San Benito, Monterey, 
Calaveras, Stanislaus, Merced, Mas 
dera, Fresno, Kings, Tulare and 
Kern.
